1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The rejection 
of claims under 35 USC 112 1 st and 2 nd paragraphs, as stated in paper dated 8/15/ 05, is 
withdrawn due to applicant's arguments and amendments in paper dated 11/7/2005.
